It is the very nature of the “we” spirit to object to an 
over-emphasis on singularity, individuality, and restricted 
numbers. It especially knows that in unity there is 
strength, and in the greater number, in full Christian 
fellowship, with hearts, heads, and hands united, there is 
success, prosperity, and happiness for all. Then, too, the 
“we” spirit has first and last the good discretion to know 
that in the “multitude of councilors there is safety.” In 
fact, the “we” spirit is never so confident in the execu- 
tion of any plan or purpose as when it “Seems good to 
us and to the Holy Ghost.” It is then, with all assurance, 
_ “we” testify, “If God be for us, who can be against us?” 

Where the carnal “me” and “I” would boast, vainglorious- 
ly, of seniority, the “we” spirit is too broad-minded to lay 
unjust claims to inherent rights, authorities, and powers 
as being enjoyed only by an individual here and there, 
or a few now and then. Further, the “we” spirit knows 
nothing about self-anointed powers. The air it breathes, 
the atmosphere it lives in, and the good earth it trods, is 
too sublime and holy for such unworthy egotism. God said, 
“Let us make man,” and here we are by the millions 
gracing or disgracing, honoring or dishonoring His name. 
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God didn’t create us by Himself, else He would have said, 
“T will make man”; but His Son and the Holy Ghost 
cooperated with Him. Here was consultation, cooperation 
and creation. Wherever good and worth-while things are 
created or developed to honor God and bless the world, 
it is not by a man, but by men! Jesus even said, “Of 
myself I can do nothing.” 

God never emphasized the “we” spirit more in setting 
up the standard in the human family than when He had 
sympathy for the man’s loneliness and incompleteness 
and made the woman and gave her to him so that they 
together could go down the path of life hand in hand as 
“we” and “us” and not as “me” and “I.” The “we” spirit 
gives dauntless courage in the face of great, yea, over- 
whelming opposition. It may be counted only by 2, 3, 4, 7, 
10, 12, 70, or 120, yet the carnal spirit of “me” and “I” 
shouting discouragement from the multitudes cannot 
quell it. It may be in the wilderness surrounded by the 
gray, rough granite of the mountainsides and the sandy, 
barren, waterless wastelands all about it, yet its eagle- 
eyed vision sees from Mount Nebo’s lofty height, the land 
flowing with milk and honey and filled with fruits of 
every kind. The “we” spirit in the hearts, minds, and 
souls of a duet sings out the victory march over and 
above the noise and confusion of the defeatist tens, hun- 
dreds, and thousands. It says, “We be well able to take 
the land; let us go over and possess it.” The “we” spirit 
can be hindered, but, thank God, it has never know ul- 
timate defeat, and never shall. For, in its self-effacing, 
unselfish devotion to God and man, it is endowed with 
that divine power that cannot be conquered, does not 
know retreat, is not looking for, neither will it accept, 
defeat! 

Down through the ages the “we” spirit has triumphant- 
ly marched to blaze trails through the valleys, across the 
plains, up the hills, over the mountains and seas from 
north to south, from east to west, from center to cir- 
cumference of this old world, to leave Christian homes, 
churches, missions, and schools. It is not often that the 
selfish “me’s” and “I’s” undertake such worthy projects. 
But the “we” spirit is in its natural element in the de- 
veloping, supporting and promoting such worthy, God- 
blessed, man-blessing causes. I feel like shouting “hal- 
lelujah!” because there are approximately ten million 
Christians of the Pentecostal faith filled with the conse- 
crated “we” spirit, who are singing, “We will work ’till 
Jesus comes.” And as we work, we feel that it will be but 
a short time until the Lord of the harvest will appear 
to take the sheaves into the garner. Throughout the 
Church of God the Holy Spirit is pervading our pulpits, 
pews, and classrooms, in our demonstration of love, re- 
spect, support, preaching, believing, and living “the faith 
once delivered unto the saints.” 

By God’s good grace I am marking my nineteenth year 
of ministerial fellowship in the Church of God. These 
years have been full of activity with the greatest people 
in the world. These have been the happiest of my 48 
years. It has been evident to me, all along, that Christ’s 
prayer, “That they may be one as we are one,” is being 
fulfilled more and more. “We” recognize the fact that 
“WE, BEING MANY, ARE ONE BODY IN CHRIST”; that 
we are “men of like passions”; that “we who are strong 
ought to bear the infirmities of the weak; that the world 
considers “we are fools, but we are wise.” “Being reviled, 
we bless; being persecuted, we suffer it; being defamed, 
we entreat.” To us there is but one God, the Father of 
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whom are all things, and we in Him; and one Lord, Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and we by Him, for we 
are His workmanship; therefore, we are of God. “He that 
knoweth God heareth us. He that is not of God heareth 
not us. Hereby know we the spirit of truth and the spirit 
of error, and we are not of them who draw back unto 
perdition, but of them that believe to the saving of the 
soul. 

It is true that there are some who have “usedtogitus”; 
that is, they are continually talking about the good times 
we used to have, the good preaching our pastor and the 
evangelist used to do, the good services we used to have. 
In fact, all the good things, to hear them tell it, used to 
be, and, evidently, are used up. We are not living on the 
dead past; we go forward on all of those things of the 
past that inspire us, but forget those things that would 
hinder. Neither Egypt, Sodom and Gomorrah, nor our own 
failure and sins of the past, or the things that we sac- 
rificed to begin our march with God, turn our heads to 
look back. In fact, God has equipped His children with 
forward gears only, and we are to watch where we are 
going. The warning is, “He that putteth his hand to the 
plow and looketh back is not fit for the kingdom.” 

The Church of God has gone forward, not because of 
the “me” and “I” spirit, but because “we are laborers to- 
gether with God,” and let us ever keep this in mind! I 
join you today in heartfelt gratitude .to God that our 
denomination has been so loved and blessed of God to 
prosper through difficult years of trying circumstances 
to come from a half-dozen members and ministers to the 
present membership of approximately 240,000, with 3,560 
churches and 2,329 Sunday Schools with an attendance 
of ‘160,943. “What is responsible for this?” I ask, and I 
hear you answer throughout the world, “The ‘we’ spirit, 
the absolute negation of the ‘me’ and ‘I’ spirit, the spirit 
that says, ‘We are laborers together with God.’” We have 
been, and are, and shall continue to be, by God’s good 





grace, in the closest bond of fellowship in our Executive, 
Educational, Publication, Youth, L. W. W. B., and Local 
Church departments. 

It has been a pleasure to serve as your Editor-in-Chief 
these 4 years. You have given me time to learn a 


‘number of things about this work, and have heen patient 


with me in the things I have not learned. I should have 
done the best I could, but if I haven’t, I have done the 
best I have. Our Publications Department is growing, and 
should even grow faster, and this I hope it will do. There 
is, however, already heavy responsibility on anyone who 
serves as Editor-in-Chief, and you will be as kind to my 
successor as you have been to me in not expecting per- 
fection in everything. After all, an editor is human, just 
like the readers are. 

I have felt that I have been visiting right in your 
homes and churches throughout. the world through our 
publications. You have been more than kind to me. The 
complaints, by way of mouth or letter, have been, I am 
sure, far too few, while the compliments have been, no 
doubt, too many.

Paul was not referring to the peri- 
lous times that should come as relat- 
ing to political, economical, or war- 
ring nations, but the reference was to 
the perilous condition that the spirit- 
ual life would face. 

Surely, we are in a time of spiritual 
crisis, or an ecclesiastical emergency. 
What is the emergency that faces the 
church today? How happy the church 
would be if its battles were all on one 
horizon, but the emergencies that face 
the church appear to engulf it. Think 
of the cunning maneuvers that are be- 
ing used by the devil against the 
church. Some he will get discouraged; 
some he will get despondent; and 
some he will even get disgusted and 
they give up in utter defeat. Is he 
against the church? He would not 
have one to think so, but he has de- 
clared WAR. 

Again, the church faces the result 
of the union of the daughters of the 
great harlot. All the Son-denying, the 
blood-rejecting and _  sin-condoning 
churchmen of the day have united, 
professing to represent the church of 
today. They may represent them- 
selves, but that moulting clan has no 
business representing the Church of 
God. The sacerdotal robes of profess- 
ing churchmen mean nothing to God. 
He is looking for robes washed in the 
blood of His only begotten Son, not 
robes fashioned to the fancy of men. 
How can Jew, Protestant, and Catho- 
lic unite to worship at the same altar 
without a common Father, without 
a common High Priest, without a com- 
mon Son to shed His sacrificial blood? 

When the church begins to align 
itself with those that preach any 
other gospel than that which we 
heard from the beginning, then 
it is no longer “of the day but 
of the night.”

the people. His charge to Timothy was 
to prepare him for the time when 
those that did not want to hear the 
truth would resent his preaching it. 

There are those today who do not 
want the sincere milk of the Word; 
these will “not endure sound doc- 
trine.” They have itching ears which 
desire to be tickled with fancy things; 
these desire “fables” or stories to in- 
trigue them. These same people are 
few and far between who want 
to hear something that will edify them 
on Sunday morning or at a mid-week 
service. To hold the people at their 
home church and to pacify certain 
members, there naturally will be a 
tendency to fail to preach the Word. 
How concerned the church should be 
when its members resort to the “prop- 
aganda” of the enemy rather than 
the plain-spoken truths of God’s Word. 

The famine today is of. twofold. 
There is a failure of many of the 
clergy in preaching the convictions of 
the church. On the other hand, many 
of the laity have been polluted with 
false doctrines (Paul said, “doctrines 
of devils”) and with passions of the 
flesh that they no longer have appe- 
tites for the “bread of life.” 

Since this emergency does exist, 
there must be a mobilization of all 
the forces of the church against the 
common enemy. During the last war, 
a person that remained idle was con- 
sidered a citizen that was not doing 
his part in the effort; a person who 
remained idle showed submissiveness 
to the enemy. The cry was, “Stand up 
and be counted.” How much more it 
is necessary for those who are on 
God’s side to be mobilized in the com- 
mon fight against the devil and all 
of his cohorts. Every department of the 
church must be united in the effort. 
The Sunday School, the morning 
worship, the Y.P.E., the evangelistic 
service, the prayer meeting, the 
L. W. W. B., all must work to get the 
lost to Jesus and that the man of God 
might be prepared unto every good 
work. This is WAR, AN EMERGENCY, 
the program of the church must be as 
an assembly line in that all are to be 
mobilized. We are to be on “produc- 
tion.” In the time of all emergencies 






there are restrictions that must be 
envoked. We all remember the restric- 
tions and rations that were imposed 
during the war. All were in favor of 
the restrictions; no one would object 
to them or raise a voice in complaint; 
that is, we wouldn’t object to them 
until they began to pinch US individ- 
ually. Such it is with our spiritual 
life. We do not mind the restrictions 
of the church; we do not mind the 
call for volunteers; we do not mind 
the draft; that is, until it gets to 
where we individually are affected. 

Again, during the war, if a man 
while riding a streetcar or in a public 
place began to criticize the war ef- 
fort, the soldiers (whether a general 
or a private), the spending of the bil- 
lions, or even the production efforts, 
he was looked upon as a subversive. 
WE ARE IN AN EMERGENCY, and 
WE HAVE LITTLE TIME FOR COM- 
PLAINTS, whether they are about the 
production efforts of the church or its 
soldiers. The members of the church 
should be as ready to “ration” them- 
selves as the citizens of the United 
States were during the war. There are 
“sweets” that we must surrender. 
Those little delicacies that we love so 
much might mean more to the ec- 
clesiastical defense than we under- 
stand. 

During emergencies is when we 
must work overtime; it is the time 
when our “diets” must be to the build- 
ing up of all the strength possible. All 
would like to use these days to “re- 
pair fences,” but Jesus told us to be 
careful lest the cares of this life over- 
charge us and that day find us un- 
awares. These are “redeeming” times. 
Since the call goes out for extra hours 
and extra strength, we must “cohere” 
to the Word of God. From it only will 
we receive stamina for the emergency. 
There are no releases granted those 
who would be driftwood in the ser- 
vice of the Lord. We are all enlisted 
for the “duration.” Everyone must 
find his place in the body and there 
remain, whether it be at the altar or 
at the portal. Every department of the 


church must get into the big ee

BIBLE CLUBS ACTIVE AMONG 
TEEN-AGERS 

CHICAGO—The high school Bible 
Club idea, which started in Kansas 
City in 1946, has now spread to 33 
states and three provinces of Canada, 
with 1,200 clubs and at least 350,000 
members, according to the report of 
Jack Hamilton, national director of 
Youth for Christ Bible Clubs. “A con- 
servative estimate,” Hamilton says, 
“indicates that we are reaching about 
half-a-million high-school youngsters 
with the truths of the Bible. The un- 
usual thing is that the prepsters 
themselves are doing most of the 
work and we merely sérve as advis- 
ors.” Hamilton also observed: “The 
effect of the Bible Clubs movement 
is being felt around the world as 
young men and women once active 
in our clubs are being sent out as 
missionaries to all parts of the world. 
Many others are in Christian colleges 
and Bible schools all across North 
America.” 





BLESSING UPON BEER 


In a feature article in the Decem- 
ber issue of Timely Tavern Topics, 
the following appears: “At the open- 
ing session of the Small Brewers An- 
nual Convention, Rev. John P. Down- 
ey, S. J. (Jesuit), of Loyola University, 
Chicago, Illinois, welcomed the dele- 
gates to Chicago and pronounced the 
invocation. He said something at that 
time about beer, which is as follows: 
‘In the Roman ritual, I chanced upon 
this blessing. Brief as it is, I believe it 
is most important that it be quoted on 
this occasion. IT IS THE OFFICIAL 
PRAYER OF THE CATHOLIC 
CHURCH FOR BEER: “Bless O Lord 
this thy creature Beer, which you 
have designed to produce from the 
heart of grain in order that it might 
be a healthful remedy for mankind. 
And grant that, through the invoca- 
tion of pags holy name, whoever shall 
drink of it shall receive health of body 
and safeguard of soul, through Christ 
our Lord. Amen.”’” 

After hearing this sanction of the 
Catholic Church on their business, the 
brewers gave the following figures on 
their commerce: “America spent $4, 
380,000,000 for beer during 1950—al- 
coholic beverage expenditures totalled 
$8,760,000,000. 


GOSPEL BY AIR 

Deep in the heart of Old Mexico, 
there is a pilot who loads 5,000 Gospels 
into a tiny, silver airplane and, with 
the prayers of his co-workers in “Be- 
hania,” he takes off in the early 
———_ a a mission to the 
natives living in isolated mountain vil- 
lages. These villages are often found 
at the bottom of gorges with sheer 
cliffs on either side, no roads leading 
into them. And our pilot swoops the 
plane as low as 100 feet above the 
roof-tops to de t the Word of God 
at the feet of lost. Many of these 
people have never heard of salvation 
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through Christ. As a result, thousands 
(in some cases, whole villages) are 
turning to the Lord Jesus. 

Gerald “Cork” Dugan 
(of Illinois, recently resided in Flor- 
ida); the lane ...a small two- 
seater; the rt... nothing but a 
rocky road curving over a hillside; 
the monthly quota . . . 50,000 Gospels! 


THE HIGHEST CALLING 


When the famous William Carey’s 
son entered the ministry, the father 
wrote to a friend, “My son Felix has 
been called to preach the gospel.” 
Years later, when the son accepted 
an appointment of the Crown to be 
the British Ambassador to the Court 
of Siam, William Carey, in disappoint- 
ment and distress, wrote his friend. 
“Felix has shrivelled into an Ambas- 
sador!” Such is the sentiment of a 
man who was convinced that the min- 
istry of Jesus Christ is the world’s 
highest calling —Revival News. 


In Formosa, according to Harry Liu, 
Christians wear a special uniform 
with a Scripture verse on each, such 
as “Jesus Saves,” “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved,” 
or “God is love.” They march on the 
streets on Sunday afternoons, and 
mass meetings are held at a band- 
stand in a central park. They preach 
the gospel of Christ for an hour-and- 
a-half and give an invitation. Usually 
there are a thousand people there to 
listen to the gospel. When the invi- 
tation is given, many hands are 
raised. The personal. workers who 
wear the special uniforms are stand- 
ing all around. Each one has a pencil 
and paper in his hand to make a 
record of the inquirers. Each inquirer 
will afterward be visited by a per- 
sonal worker. The Christians are 
holding meetings in jails, hospitals, 
and schools. 


PRESIDENT SIGNS PRAYER BILL 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Presi- 
dent Truman recently signed into a 
law the House Joint Resolution 365 
introduced by Rep. Percy Priest, of 
Tennessee, and passed by both hous- 
es, to have the President proclaim a 
suitable day, other than Sunday, for 
a National Day of Prayer. The day 
will be selected soon.

OPPOSE UNESCO PROJECT 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Representa- 
tive Norris Poulson (Calif.) has in- 
troduced H. R. 7512, a bill that will 
expressly prohibit UNESCO (the Unit- 
ed Nations Educational, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organization) from 
contributing $600, toward the writ- 
ing of its proposed book, “The History 
of Mankind.” Chief author of the pro- 
jected history is the discredited Dr. 
Ralph E. Turner, who was dismissed 
from the faculty of the University of 


Pittsburg on the complaints by par- 
ents of his rank atheism. It has been 
stated by Congressman Poulson that 
the word “Turnerism” became a syn- 
onym on the campus for the worst 
approach to religion.

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As Plain as the Nose on Your Face 


“Render therefore unto Caesar the 
things which be Caesar’s, and unto 
God the things which be God’s.” This 
is the answer Jesus gave the chief 
priests and scribes concerning the 
paying of taxes in Luke’s Gospel, 
chapter twenty and verse twenty-five. 
Jesus was very clear and easily un- 
derstood in His teaching on taxes to 
the government, and just as clear and 
easily understood on His teaching 
Seneeeene the rendering of the tithe 


I am sure the chief priests were in 
hearty agreement with Jesus that the 
te gee ought to render the tithe to 
God as well as the tax to Caesar, for 
“they marvelled at his answer, and 
held their peace” when the spies, 
hired by them, returned to them with 
the Lord’s discerning answer to their 
crafty question. The Lord was not 
fooled by them in that day, and no- 
body is fooling the Lord today. When 
you try to “get one over” on the Lord, 
you are just pulling the wool over 
your own eyes. 

A man may try to get out of paying 
his taxes now, some do, and some wind 
up where you don’t have to pay taxes 
for room and board, either. However, 
we are not so much concerned, in this 
little discussion, about tax dodgers, 
but rather we want to think about 
tithe dodgers. 

A man may say, “I don’t believe in 
tithing because tithing was for those 
under the law” (as if we are to live 
lawlessly under grace). But that man 
is mistaken! Let us see just what he 
does believe. I ask that man, “Brother, 
don’t you believe that tithing was just 
for those who were under the law?” 
He answers, “ABSOLUTELY YES. 
Bless God, I’m not, under the law; I’m 
under grace. I’m free. I don’t believe 
in tithing now, and you can’t make 
me believe in it, not in a hundred 
years.” And I answer, “All right, I am 
not trying to make you believe in tith- 
ing, but I do want to ask you a ques- 
tion or two. Did the people under the 
law have a better salvation than we 
have? Did they have more of God and 
the blessing of God than we have? or 
do we have the greatest blessing? Did 
they have the most of God’s promises 
or do we?” That brother must answer, 
“We have the greatest blessing. We 
have more of God. We have the prom- 
ises fulfilled in Christ and Calvary. 
Certainly, we have the most and the 
best of God over those who were under 
the law.” Then I ask, “If we have more 
from God than they had, are we to 
do less for God than they did?” Luke 
12:48 has the answer. “But he that 
knew not, and did commit things 
worthy of stripes, shall be beaten with 
few stripes. For unto whomsoever 
much is given, of him shall be much 
required: and to whom men have 
committed much, of him they will ask 
the more.” In this passage Jesus 
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By J. E. DeVore, Pastor at Fairborn, O. 


plainly said, “If you receive much, 
much is required.” Now, as I have 
heard it said, “It doesn’t take a law- 
yer to figure that out. That is plain 
simple deduction that anybody can 
see.” So, since we have more under 
grace, we must admit, if we are hon- 
est, that more is required every way. 
Under the law it was “an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth,” but now 
it is “render good for evil.” It is not 
to do less now but to do more. 

In Matthew 23:23 Jesus commend- 
ded the -Pharisees for tithing but 
called them hypocrites because they 
did not exceed and go beyond tithing 
to the weightier matters of the law. 
And Jesus said, “Except your right- 
eousness exceed the righteousness of 
the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in 
no case enter the kingdom of heaven,” 
according to Matthew 5:20. Brother, 
all the righteousness the pharisees 
had was their tithing, and Jesus said 
that we must go beyond that; we must 
“exceed” that. 

As for tithing being a New Testa- 
ment teaching, turn with me to He- 
brews 7:21 and read that Christ is 
“priest forever after the order of Mel- 
chisedec.” It will fully convince you 
that tithing is a grace teaching by 
reading the seventh chapter of He- 
brews. You will note that Abraham 
rendered tithes to Melchisedec hun- 
dreds of years before the law was giv- 
en at Sinai. You will note that Jesus 
is made High Priest after that same 
order. Then, as Abraham rendered 
tithes to Melchisedec, so we are to 
render tithes to Jesus. And there is 
but one way to do that, and that is to 
bring them into the storehouse, that 
is, the church, for in Ephesians 1:22, 
23, Paul said, “The church, which is 
his body, the fulness of him that fill- 
eth all in all.” And so, brethren, “Be 
not moved away from the hope of the 
gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every creature 
under heaven; whereof I Paul am 
made a minister; who now rejoice in 
my sufferings for you, and fill up 
that which is behind of the afflictions 
of Christ in my flesh for his body’s 
sake, which IS THE CHURCH.” Co- 
lossians 1:23, 24. 

Now, that good brother with his red 
face and moldy billfold may yet whim- 
per, “I won’t have it. I don’t believe 
it.” But still, “Whomsoever receiveth 
much, of him shall much be required.” 
It is an argument that cannot hon- 
estly be refuted. And, after all, it is 
the Book of God. You may reject the 
printed page of the blessed Book, but 
when heaven and sorte ae away it 
will-stand and to the Christ who com- 
manded, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost,” 
and, “Render unto Caesar the things 
that be Caesar’s, and unto God the 
things that be God’s,” you will give 
account. It is a funny thing, or per- 
haps a sad thing, how some will ac- 


cept the command, “Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost,” but refuse to accept the 
other command, “Render unto God 
the things that be God’s.” It is like 
the man who says, “I believe John 
14:2, where Jesus said, “In my Fa- 
ther’s house are many mansions,” but 
when you preach, “Behold I send the 
romise of my Father upon you; but 
arry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high,” Luke 24:49; “And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance,” Acts 2:4; 
“For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call,” Acts 2:39, then that 
man jumps up and says, “I don’t be- 
lieve in that speaking in tongues; that 
is of the devil; that is from hell.” But 
in Acts 2 the Bible said it was “from 
heaven,” and that the promise is unto 
them that are “afar off,” even “as 
many as the Lord our God shall call.” 
If you are going to reject part of it, 
you might just as well reject it all. 

I accept the New Testament. Thank 
God, I believe it. I believe in the house 
of “many mansions,” and I believe in 
the “baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
fire,” and I believe in “rendering to 
God the things that are God’s. “So, 
shall we take it all? or just what we 
want and let the rest go? God may 
hold us accountable for every word 
that “proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.” “Blessed are they that do his 
commandments that they may have 
a right to the tree of life and enter in 
—— the gates into the city.”

ya | the male chorus tour some 
few weeks ago, we were crossing the 
State of Iowa. Rev. Yecha’s car was 
fourth in a caravan carrying our 
singers. His relief driver was at the 
wheel, and Rev. Yecha was seated in

the back seat on the right side. The 
weather was bad, with some rain and 
snow falling, and the shoulders of the 
road soft, with slush and sleet on the 
pavement. Six miles east of Webster 
City, Iowa, an oncoming car crowded 
the driver of Rev. Yecha’s car, forcing 
him to move too far to the right. The 
rear wheel consequently went off the 
pavement into the soft earth, causing 
the front end to swing to the left and 
catch the packed sleet between the 
wheel tracks. The car swung sharply 
to the left, killing most of its forward 
motion, and as it was slowly entering 
the left ditch an oncoming car un- 
able to age crashed into the right 
side from the opposite direction to 
which Rev. Yecha’s car had been trav- 
eling. The point of impact centered 
on the right rear door where Rev. 
Yecha was seated. He suffered several 
bone fractures and never regained 
consciousness. With members of the 
male chorus standing around him, he 
passed to his eternal reward just sev- 
en hours later, at the Webster City 
Hospital. Mrs. Yecha, Miss Martha 
Blackwell, and the driver, Rev. James 
Brandt, who were seated in the front, 
were thrown to the pavement as the 
front door sprung open. Though 
bruised and cut, they did not suffer 
serious injury. Sister Yecha is re-

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When thinking of the important 
placements in the Sunday School, the 
teacher is certainly no exception. Our 
Lord was one of the greatest teachers 
the world has ever known. How many 
places in the Bible do we find where 
the Lord taught the people? When He 
gave His last charge to His ministers, 
He simply said, “Go teach all nations.” 

The Bible very clearly sets forth the 
teaching ministry. For a long time it 
has been my conviction that God real- 
ly calls people into this ministry. I 
fear too many people have declined 
the call. Let that be as it may, and 
regardless of what we think, it still re- 
mains that ever so often we have to 
make selections of teachers in our 
Sunday Schools. 

A certain responsibility is involved 
upon those who are selected. If one 
expects to assume such responsibility, 
he owes it to himself, as well as his 
class, to prepare himself for the in- 
structing and teaching of the class as- 
signed to him. 

Here are some of the qualities we 
think a teacher should have. He 
should be a full-fledged Christian, 
member of the Church, loyal to its 
teachings, regular attendant, have a 
passion for souls, be a student of the 
Bible, and have such knowledge of the 
Scriptures that he can rightly divide 
it. If he has not already done so, he 
should take the Hurlbut’s Teacher- 
Training Course, or the equivalent. He 
should attend all teachers’ meetings 
and know his lesson on Sunday. An 
adult teacher should be able to lecture 
his class and get the information to it 
without asking everybody in the class 
a question. He should strive to make 
his class the largest in the school, and 
then get every scholar converted to 
Christ and the church. Every teacher 
should be a teaching evangelist; this 
is one of the outstanding characteris- 
tics of a No. 1 teacher. 

The size of the Sunday School does 
not always depend on the superinten- 
dent or the pastor. We have evidence 
that the respective teachers have 
much to do with the size of the school. 
When the respective classes grow, na-

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turally the school grows. If the teach- 
er fails to interest the class, na- 
turally it will decrease in number. If 
the teacher has something new and 
interesting, the class will increase in 
number. 

It is a wonderful thing to have ca- 
pable and progressive teachers. This 
is one of the great secrets of a suc- 
cessful Sunday School. It is discourag- 
ing and disadvantageous to the super- 
intendent and pastor to go out and 
invite people to the Sunday School 
and find that when they come the 
teacher had no interest or concern 
and had not studied the lesson. He 
knows nothing to say and, perhaps, 
testifies the time away. When the 
Sunday School hour is ended, the peo- 
ple go away empty, disappointed, and 
disgusted, and perhaps never come 
back. 

Brother, sister, here is a teacher in 
the Church of God. Look at him or 
her, whichever the case may be. Sun- 
day morning you are met by a trained 
teacher, one who knows his lesson, for 
he has studied it all the week long. He 
attended the teachers’ meeting. He 
knows how to present himself; he 
knows how to present the lesson. He 
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knows how to make it understood. He 
knows the character, the location, the 
surroundings, the time, etc. Therefore, 
he is freighted with interesting infor- 
mation. He gets it to his class during 
the time allotted, and all go away 
happy, feeling better, knowing more, 
and anxious for next Sunday to roll 
around, so they can come back and 
receive more. Consequently, they keep 
coming. Soon they are telling others 
about their teacher, their class, etc. 
So, the class grows; the Sunday 
School grows; and soon the church is 
growing, because those progressive 
classes are producing converts and 
church members. 

The Sunday School is the churches 
army, not only to educate and train 
but to contact and bring in as well. 
Every teacher is a captain and re- 
sponsible for his or her respective 
group. The world’s complaints today 
are not so much against the principles 
we teach, but that we are not doing 
our duty. If we do not give more to the 
world than we receive from it, we are 
not worthy to encumber the ground 
on which we stand. We are subject to 
be cast out as unprofitable servants. 


We receive from the world young 
people and old, also many and vari- 
ous gifts, including money. If we fail 
to convert those who come to us, then 
we are not giving back to the world 
as much as we received from it. 

We have some Sunday School class- 
es that are producing converts. I re- 
member one lady who accepted a class 
of junior girls, and in just a few 
months six of those girls went home 
filled with the Holy Ghost and were 
soon members of the church. Many of 
you would be surprised to know just 
how many young people we have to- 
day who were converted through their 
Sunday School teachers. Many of our 
outstanding young people, a number 
of whom are in responsible positions 
today, became Christians and church 
members through their Sunday School 
teachers. In conclusion let me say, 
teacher, you have great opportunities, 
and what is more, great resonsibilities. 
Prepare yourself for the work before 
you, then do it without fear or favor.

Brother Wright 
has the vision so much needed in any 
Christian’s life. He believes in con- 
stant progress in God’s great work. 

Less than a year ago I came to the 
city of Everett and began services in 
the home of Sister Edith King (moth- 
er of Joe King), and in our services 
we had only 7 or 8 in attendance. 
This continued for about 4 months. 
All this time we were looking and 
raying for a church building. Things 
ooked rather hopeless, since we had 
only 7 members—3 girls, 3 ladies, and 
1 man. But they had been working 
and praying before I arrived. 

One day while sitting on my porch, 
Jeanne (Joe’s sister) came bringing 
some groceries her mother had sent.

The beautiful church on the front 
cover was dedicated March 18, 1951, 
by our good friend and yours, Rev. 
J. D. Bright, Editor-in-Chief. The 
buildin 
ment block and brick veneered up to 
the main auditorium. From there it is 
wood and brick veneered with plas- 
tered walls, with celotex overhead. It 
is plastered with Zonelite to give al- 
most perfect acoustics. The floors are 
hardwood, with carpeting that cost 
$1,300. The factory-built pews and 
furniture for the pulpit cost $4,050. 
The Goethic electric lights, s ecially 
built, cost over $500; the gas-heating 
system, $1,100; and the steel chairs 
for the choir, $245. - 

The main auditorium is 42 by 83 
feet, with a “T” 20 by 80 feet at back 
which can be used as auditorium 
space or classrooms. The seating ca- 
pacity of the main auditorium is 600. 
The building has a full-sized base- 
ment, with 8 classrooms 16 by 16 feet, 
a pastor’s study arranged for radio 
work, 2 rest rooms fully equipped, a 
small auditorium 24 by 56 feet, with 
seating capacity of 150. 

The church was built at a cost of 
about $47,500, and is valued at about 
$70,000. The present indebtedness is 
only $28,000. Our membership is 111. 
The church has a radio broadcast at 
9 am. Sundays, over WFGN 1570, 
Gaffney, S. C. 

We give all the praise to God for 
what has been accomplished.—G. W.

the word with signs following.” Nat- 
urally, if you don’t preach against 
devils, you can’t cast them out. And 
if you don’t preach divine healing, 
you won’t get people healed. If you 
don’t trust God for your own body, 
you don’t believe in healing. You are 
demanded to preach Christ, preach 
the Word, preach the gospel. Some 
preachers preach hobbies and ride the 
hobby horses. But according to Acts 
20:28, the Holy Ghost has made us 
overseers to feed the church of God. 
We have some one-week evangelists. 
The first week they hit the moon, 
and the second week they hit 
the woodpile: I have heard of 2- 
week evangelists. They can’t stay 3 
weeks because they have only 14 mes- 
sages, and no results. They say all the 
churches in which they have revivals 
are dead. If they aren’t, they will be 
unless they get on fire. They also tell 
the members what they would do if 
they were pastor. God-called evange- 
lists always have plenty of revivals to 
conduct. Some states have a surplus 
of evangelists. Other states are call- 
ing for them. Can’t you hear the Mac- 
edonian call, “Come over and help 
us”? Acts 16:9. 

Where are you, preacher, in your
